ROME, April 29.—(#)—An Italian 
“gotorized column turned due west to- 
day for a final push on Addis Ababa. 

The daily communique from Mar- 
hal Pietro Badoglio, commander-in- 
chief of the African armies, announc- 
ed the occupation of Maefud, about 
070 kilometers (about 106 miles) from 
Dessye. 

Unofficial reports had the column 
reaching Koro Gassa, which is the 

point where the road from Dessye 
turns sharply west for a straight run 
to the capital. Natives were describ- 
ed as friendly. 

Heavy tropical rains, meanwhile, 
glowed down the drive of the southern 
army against Sasa Baneh, where an 
Ethiopian army is standing to pre- 
vent capture of the important city of 
Harar. Patrols were active, how- 
ever.

Drouillet, said to be French aviation 
advisor to peror Haile Selassie, 
today made ine grave error of land- 
ing in Italy and losing the American 
monoplane in which he had hoped to 
rescue the Ethiopian ruler from Ital- 
ian troops. 

Drouillet caused a sensation in 
French aviation circles Saturday 
when, under the very eyes of detec- 
tives assigned to guard his impounded 
plane, he took off for an unknown 
destination from the Villa Coublay 
airdrome near Versailles. 

The government announced that 
after fleeing France, where orders 
have been issued for his arrest, 
Drouillet encountered engine trouble 
over Sardinia. He was compelled to 
change his route to Italy, landing 
safely at the Centocelli airfield near 
Rome. 

Italian officials, aware of allega- 
tions that Drouillet was flying to the 
aid of Haile Selassie, promptly im- 
pounded the plane for lack of papers. 
The aviator was released.

Many believed he had succeeded 
in reaching North Africa whence he 
intended to fly to Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie in the mountain fastnesses near 
Addis Ababa. 


Drouillet, chargined over the loss 
of his plane, explained ruefully that 
he had no alternative but to land at 
Rome after hig oil fuel line broke 
over Sardinia. 


NEARS SHOWDOWN 


Pennsylvania Decision 
Expected Today; Group 
Concludes Negotiations. 


NEW YORK, April 29.—()—A 
strike-or-peace decision tomorrow in 
the two-month-old contract deadlock 
of Pennsylvania's great anthracite in- 
dustry was forecast tonight when a 
subcommittee of negotiators announced 
its dissolution. 

Still at odds on every point, opera- 
tors and United Mine Worker meni- 
bers said they would report their eon- 
versations tomorrow at 9 a. m. (At- 
lanta time) to the full joint conference 
of 14. 

Eleven o'clock tomorrow night (At- 
lanta time) was fixed by union spokes- 
men as the expiration of 30-day ex- 
tension of the old contract, to be the 
time beyond which union miners would 


not work unless a new pact were 
forthcoming. 

Into the decision, affecting 106,000 
mine workers, was bound the employ- 
ment hopes of some 40,000 unemploy- 
ed who might again take up tools if 
the union won its demand for equalized 
working time, and a 30-hour week in- 
stead of 48 

Likewise, the outcome held in its 
balance the wide-flung interests of 


dustry, hemmed in by the keenly com- 
petitive struggle with oil, coke and 
gas for greater markets, needed to cut 
its costs. 

They asked a wage reduction to 
1918 levels, a five-year contract as- 
suring freedom from disruptive wage 
disputes, and union co-operation [to 
restrain jobless miners from unauthor- 
ized mining :t unmanned collieries.

BUILDING. PERMITS 
LEAD TRADE GAINS 
IN SIXTH DISTRICT 


Construction. in First 
Quarter Is Greatest Since 
Pre-Depression Era, Re- 
serve Bank Reports. 


Building permits in the sixth fed- 
eral reserve district for the first quar- 
ter of 1936 were the largest since pre- 
depression days, the Atlanta Federal 
Reserve Bank reported in its monthly 
business review yesterday. 

Department store sales led by an up- 
ward trend in many business indices 
in the district for March, and, with 
seasonal adjustments, were the high- 
est for any month since December, 
1929. 

For the first quarter of 1936, the 
total value of building permits in 20 
reporting cities amounted to 514, 047, 
324, larger by 132.5 per cent than for 
the first quarter of 1935, and the 
largest first-quarter total since 1929. 

March building permits were 0.4 
per cent smaller than those of Feb- 
ruary, but about twice as large as 
those of March, 1935, and the largest 
for March since 1930. 

Gains in Other Indices. 

Increases over both February this 
year and March a year ago were indi- 
cated in wholesale trade, volume of 
debits to individual accounts, opera- 
tion at cotton mills, and construction 
contract awards. 

March department store sales were 
7.4 per cent greater than a year ago 
and for the first quarter of 1936 were 
10.1 per cent greater than that period 


in 1935. Adjustments in the March 
sales were necessary ‘to allow for the 
number of business days, the changing 
date of Easter and the usual seasonal! 
adjustment.

tolesale Trade Gains. 

Wholesale trade increased 20.7 per 
cent in March over February and was 
16.5 per cent greater than in March, 
1935.

Defended Before Women's Clubs 


Federation 2}000,000 Members Urge Federal School, 
Patterned After West Point and Annapolis, To 
Frain Prospective Public Office Holders. 


CORAL GABLBS, Fla., April 29. 
(P}—Democratic government was de- 
fended tonight against advocates of a 
dictatorship in the United States by 
Dr. Frank L. McVey, president of 
the University of Kentucky, in an ad- 
dress before the National Council of 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. 

„To throw this away for a dictator 
is to lose the benefits that have been 
bought by bloodshed and suffering 
through the centuries,” Dr. McVey 
warned the 500 delegates attending 
the council’s 17th annual conference 
here. td 


Persons who believe “democracy is 
a failure,” he declared, “overlook the 
fact that it took 1,000 years to de- 
velop and establish firmly the prin- 
ciples underlying parliamentary gov- 
ernment.” 


Dictatorship advocates, he said, 
point out “that this is a land of graft; 
that the representatives of the peo- 
ple follow the dictates of minority 
pressure groups; that we do not get 
effective and efficient government, and 


>that in the long run, the nation can- 
not go on as it is.” 

While democracy has its “defects,” 
the university dead continued, it “has 
done as well as other forms of gov- 
ernment. The democratic nations 
stood the great war far more effec- 
tively than peoples under other types 
of government.” 

Citing public highways, parks, 
schools and improved sanitation all 
as manifestations of democracy, Dr.

SWIMMER DROWNS 
IN GHATTAROOCHEE 


John Henry Johnson, 20, 
Is Seized With Cramps; 
County Police Seek Body

Seized with cramps while swim- 
ming, a 20-year-old youth identified 
by county police as John Henry John- 
son, of a’ Griffin street address, West- 
ern Heights, was drowned in the Chat- 
tahoochee river near the Bankhead 
highway bridge yesterday afternoon. 

The .youth’s brother and a com- 
panion, said to be his brother-in-law, 
were on the river. bank several hun- 
dred yards away when the tragedy 
occurred. 

According to police, the trio had 
gone to the river to fish. Johnson 
decided to take a swim, and walked 
down the bank away from his com- 


panions, who continued to fish. 

Seeing him in the water, apparently 
enjoying himself, they paid no heed 
to him, but became alarmed when he 
failed to come in to shore after a 
time. They said they heard him 
splashing about, but, as he made no 
outery, thought be was merely pad- 
dling about. 

Police immediately began dragging 
the river when notified of the drown- 
ing. but the body was not recovered 
when they halted the search at about 
8:30 o’clock last night. Search was 
made difficult due’ to the rocky and 
uneven bottom of the river at that 
point, where the river flows at depths 
of from 8 to 20 feet. 

A case of dynamite was exploded 
to aid in the dragging, which will be 
resumed this morning, with special 
type grappling hooks. Swift currents, 
due to the river running at an excep- 
tionally high mark, also made drag- 
ging difficult. 

The drowned youth was said to be 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph T. 
Johnson. His father, a cripple, sells 
old newspapers for a living and his 
mother has been bedridden for three 
years. 

Young Johnson was one of eight 
children. He was not married. 

The boy’s father said the youth had 
been Gockion for an ice company but 
had not been employed for the last 
several days. 

“He and some friends rented a 
house near the Chattahoochee and 
were planning to earn their living 
fishing in the river,” he asserted.

CRUCIFYING GEORGIA 

The lynching of a negro at Roys- 
ton on the day before he was to 
be put on trial, and with his con- 
viction assured, was a mockery of 
law and order that crucifies the 
state in the eyes of the whole coun- 
try. 

When this negro was 
some weeks ago, charged with at- 
tempted assault, he was rescued 
from the hands of a mob by the 
courageous action of an aged 
judge, who arose from a sick bed 
to successfully plead with the mob 
that the law be permitted to take 
its course and the state be saved 
from a blotch on its good name. 

The mob dispersed and later a 
detail of the state militia brought 
the negro to Atlanta for safekeep- 
ing. Then the law proceeded to 
méve swiftly and surely, the date 
for the negro’s trial being set for 
less than a month after the com- 
mission of the offense with which 
he was charged, and in view of his 
positive identification by the vic- 
tims of his attempted attack there 
was no doubt of his conviction and 
legal execution, 

The barbarous manner in which 
the mob took matters in its own 
hands has the effect of crucifying 
Georgia. Flouting the efforts of 
a brave judge who had taken his 
life in his hands to save the negro 
from an earlier lynching, and had 
kept his promise for an early and 
speedy trial, the mob went about 
its gruesome business, with ap- 
parently no opposition from either

The National Safety Council re- 
ports that the nation-wide cam- 
paign to take death off the streets 
and highways” was successful in 
reducing the number of deaths in 
March of this year as against the 
same month last year by 18 per 
cent and that there were 650 fewer 
deaths from motor crashes in the 
country in the first of this year 
than there was in the same period 
of 1935. 

“Our efforts are beginning to 
show a decisive effect,” cites a 
statement of the council in which 
it is pointed out that March was 
the second successive month to 
show a decrease. 

But not in Atlanta! 

Up to this date in 1935 there 
had been 15 deaths on the streets 
of the city from automobile accl- 
dents.

Thus Atlanta’s already staggering 


death rate—among the highest in 


the country—has increased by 25 
rer cént while for the. country as 
a whole it has decreased nearly as 
much. 

The public, civic organizations, 
the courts and the newspapers of 
Atlanta are doing evérything in their 
power to check the willful . disre- 
gard of law which has turned the 
city’s streets into a shambles—but 
all of this effort can bring no re- 
sults unless it is backed up by ef- 
ficient, alert and intelligent en- 
forcement of the traffic laws: by the 
police department. 

It is because the city does not 
have such enforcement that the 
death rate here is climbing by leaps 
and bounds while elsewhere it 
rapidly decreasing.

He did not wear 
the ordinary storm trooper’s blouse 
and wore a Sam Browne belt. The 
clock showed a quarter to eleven. I 
was beginning to be afraid that my 
friend in Basel had played a trick on 
me which would have been no joke. 
Basel swarms with spies, indicators 
and lurers. I told the waiter to 
bring me another beer, but not so big. 

“Gerne,” he said. When he brought 
the beer I paid him at the same time. 
He stated the amount and I put the 
money on the table. “Danke vielmals,” 
he said, aber est ist ein verlorener 
Abend.” I froze in my chair. I 
dared not look up and show too much 
interest, but I did stutter out: “aaaber 
Morgen wird es nicht regnen.

We raced 
off. We halted once under a traffic 
light and I saw the Schupo greet my 
companion, then outside the city to a 
country villa, where I met about half 
a dozen of the men who lead the il- 
legal opposition in the reich.

When you come to think of it, isn't 
it strange that of all animals having 
their own choice of food man alone 
commonly eats too much? Domesti- 
cated animals must eat what they are 
fed, but wild animals do not grow fat 
even when food is plentiful, except 
species that hibernate. 


There is no longer any point to the | 
plea so often made by the corpulent 
that “Really I'm a small eater—i’m 
sure I don’t eat nearly so much as my 


flous flesh!” A physician who treated 
many cases of overweight took a num- 
ber of stout “small eaters” at their 
word, placed them in hospital under 
supervision, allowed them to continue 
their ordindry diet for several days, 
and found that invariably they con- 
sumed more calories than should be re- 
quired to maintain a normal person. 
Even in recognized types of obesity 
attributed to deficient pituitary or 
thyroid function it is still true, I be- 
lieve, that the patient has acquired 
the superfluous flesh by eating too 
much. This does not imply that the 
hypopituitary patient or the hypo- 
thyroid patient requires no other treat- 
ment than correction of diet; duct- 
less gland or hormone treatment may 
be equally necessary to remedy other 
troubles from which such patients 
suffer, though diet adjustment alone 
will certainly correct the obesity. 
Why is it that so many individuals 
who have unrestricted choice of food, 
who do not hibernate and never have 
to withstand famine habitually overeat 
and drift into a state of nutritional 
obesity which shortens life? It seems 
to me this is due to feeble instinct. 
The demand of the body for nutriment 
makes the individual eat. If the essen- 
tial materials are present in the food 
consumed, the individual will * 
stop eating when he has had enoug 
—enough to supply the requirements 
of growth and repair, energy and 
warmth. Instinct tells the wild ani- 
mal what to eat and when to stop 
eating. Man's appetite, taste, craving 
and ‘hunger fail him in this respect.

and turn away to hunt or fight for 
food which is naturally rich in these 
essentials.

The purpose of thé public affairs 
academy is to train men and women 
for federal administrative offices, in- 
cluding the diplomatic corps.

Tax Bill at a Glance 
As Passed by House 


WASHINGTON, April 29. - ) — 
The tax bill at a glance, as passed 
today by the house: 

Corporations would be taxed on net 
income under rates graduated accord- 
ing to percentages of earnings with- 
held from distribution in dividends to 
stockholders, and stockholders would 
be required to pay the 4 per cent nor- 
mal income tax on dividends, which 
now are subject only to surtaxés. 

The present corporation income tax 
would be repealed, and eventually the 
existing excess profits and capital 
stock taxes. 

An 80 per cent “windfall” tax 
would be applied to processors who 
did not pay the old AAA processing 
taxes or received refunds of impound- 
ed taxes. 

“To provide relief“ for debt-burd- 
ened corporations, those with income 
insufficient to cover deficits and those 
in receivership would receive a flat 
tax rate on part of their income, in- 
stead of the graduated corporation 


tax. 

Flat rates also would be applied 
to banks, trust companies and in- 
surance companies, since they are re- 
quired by law to build up reserves, 

Refunds would be granted on taxes 
on floor stocks on hand at the time 
the AAA was invalidated and on com- 
modities sold abroad or to tax-exempt 
ihstitutions.

‘ Processing Tax Cut. 

Experts estimated the bill would 
bring in $345,000,000 less over a pe- 
riod of three years than the amount 
asked by Mr. Roosevelt. The house 
ways and means committee flatly re- 
jected the President’s recommendations 
that a wide range of farm excise taxes 
be levied to obtain an additional $200,- 
000.000 in revenue. 

The majority of the committee took 
the position that the estimated 8803. 
000,000 expected under the new bill 
would be sufficient to meet immediate 
treasury needs and stated in its report 
to the house that the next congress 
would have time to deal with the 
problem of further faxation more in- 
telligently.” 

Nevertheless, there were indications 
that the senate group would give se- 
rious consideration to Mr. Roosevelt's 
proposed farm excise levies. The chief 
executive has made it plain to his 
congressional leaders that he expects 
them to bring out a bill which will 
raise the full amount of revenue he 
demanded. 

A Campaign Issue. 

Even before the last vote had been 
cast in the house today, republicans 
were warning that the tax bill would 
be catapulted into the front rank of 
political issues in the coming elec- 
tions. The minority washed its hands 
of the measure weeks ago and made 
no serious attempt to revise it on the 
floor yesterday when it was read with 
dazzling speed. 

“Tt ie their baby,” said Representa- 
tive Allan Treadway, of Massachu- 
setts, ranking republican member of 
the ways and means committee. They 
must accept full responsibility for it.” 

The bill shakes up the entire cor- 
porate tax structure of the country. 

Today corporations pay taxes rang- 
ing up to 15 per cent of their income, 
In the future, if the pending bill is 
enacted, the amount of tax the cor- 
porations will pay will be determined 
by the amount of income set aside in 
reserves. It is proposed to repeal the 
present corporation levies. Thus, a cor- 
poration which pays out 100 per cent 
of its net income will pay no taxes 
at all to the federal government. 

The government, experts figured, 
would get the money which it would 
lose from repeal of the corporation 
levies by taxing dividends at the nor- 
mal 4 per cent income tax rate. In 
his message to congress President 
Roosevelt said that the custom of own- 
ers of closely held corporation plow- 
ing back vast portions of- net income 
into surpluses to evade surtaxes has 
become a “growing evil.” „ 

“In one year alone the government 
will be deprived of revenues amount- 
ing to over $1,300,000,000,” the chief 
executive said. 

Opponents’ Position. 

Opponents of the bill argued that 
corporations spent more than $20,- 
000,000,000 out of their surpluses to 
keep men at work during the depres- 
sion and the pending bill would pre- 
vent them from accumulating adequate 
“cushion reserves” against future pe- 
riods of. adversity. 

It also was argued by business lead- 
ers the new proposal would inspire 
monopolistic practices in that large 
corporations already having compiled 
huge surpluses which would not be 
taxable at the new rates whereas 
small units, forced to distribute a 
large portion of their net income in 
dividends, would be unable to plan for 
and finance future expansion. 

The administration replied to these 
arguments with figures showing that 
the average corporation sets aside only 
30 per cent of its net income in re- 
serves. Corporations, it was pointed 
out, could still set aside the same 
amount and pay no more taxes than 
they pay today. 

House passage of the bill came to- 
day after 16 hours of general debate. 
nly three changes were made in the 
measure and they were sponsored by 
the ways and means committee which 
drafted it.

Your sleep, if 
any, will be broken constantly by the noise from the streets— 
crowds shouting, singing and street cars and automobiles moo- 
ing or whatever it is they do. | 

The inside rooms have this advantage. Your sleep will 
be constantly interrupted by the party in the rooms on either 
side and across the hall. There will be much shouting and 
laughing and merrymaking and one blonde will laugh shrilly. 

It is just a questiog of which noise you like best. You may 
get the outside noises at $20 per-day per room and the inside 
noises at $15 per day per room. 

You pays your money and you takes your choice.

PARKER IS CONVICTED 


IN PHILLIPS SLAYING 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., April 29.— 
(P)}—Roy Parker was convicted to- 
night of the murder of Sam Phillipa, 
a tenant farmer in whose death the 
widow also was indicted, and a sen- 
tence of life imprisonment recommend- 


d ed by, the jury. 


The defendant, slumped in his chair, 
showed no emotion as the verdiet was 
returned.
